McGill Battery Under it* First Bombardment; 

Snowballed by Girl Factory Hands of London 

Recent advices from England tell of the first experience of the McOill Siege Battery, raised 
last summer by Major W. 1). Tait of the Department of Philosophy, under bombardment, not on 
the battlefields of France, but oddly enough in the city of London itself. It seems that a short time 
ago the Battery, which has completed its work in training and is almost ready to proceed to the 
front, moved from its camp at Lydd to London, where it has entered a rest camp, and there is re- 
ceiving- setting-up exercises preparatory to crossing the Channel. The route of the Hattery to its 
rest camp lay through the heart of the industrial quarter, and it happened that it was at an hour 
when thousands of the girl employees were off duty. It also happened that there had been a snow- 
fall of three inches. The girls thronged the streets, and barely afforded room for the battery lo 
move along, so anxious were they to gain a glimpse of the gunners of the land of the Maple Leaf. 
Then someone conceived the idea of showing her appreciation of the Mctiill men by snowball- 
ing iheni, and this being taken up by others, the air was soon filled with a hail of snowballs, 
through which the gunners inarched, not without some confusion. It was not until several blocks 
had been traversed that the men reached the safety zone. Tin' McOill Hattery had been under 
fir.' for the first time, and like true soldiers, had tood up to the ordeal and never flinched.

A DEAD LOSS. 



If a man invests four years in a college education, and one of 
Hiose years is a dead loss, the whole is not a very profitable invest- 
ment.

It is entirely possible, 
1 hough it is getting to be less and less probable each year that a 
freshman may have such an unsatisfactory arrangement of his 
schedule that, few of his instructors will compare as teachers with 
the masters under whom he has studied in preparatory or high 
school and will be able to give him very little in the way of real in- 
tellectual inspiration. 

The theory of freshman year seems to be that it shall consti- 
tute a continuation of preparatory school work ami form a prepara- 
tion for the real college education. In other words Yale tries to 
compete with the best preparatory schools in the country in fresh- 
man year work, and fails so lamentably that a freshman' sometimes 
suffers a shock from which he often takes several years to recover. 
Instead of having freshman year a mediocre preparation for a lib- 
eral education, why not so readjust the system that it may become 
the first and perhaps the best part of the liberal education itself?—

WHAT THE V. C. IS.

It Is open to all 
ranks In th» Navy ami Armv, with the 
single exception of the Indian ranks of 
the Indian Army, who have an equiv- 
alent decoration in their own Order 
of Merit.

The Roumanian preBs. also, has 
been systematically persecuted In 
Hungary; Roumanian Intellectuals 
have been sentenced to Imprisonment 
or to enormous fines; public meeting! 
have been prohibited wholesale; 'Rou- 
manian Societies dissolved, Rouman- 
ian school books and song books pro- 
scribed, the Roumanian colours for- 
bidden, Roumanian funds confiscated 
or arbitrarily diverted to either uses, 

Roumanian boys expelled repeatedly 
and in growing numbers from schools 
ind seminaries, simply because they 
refused to submit to the bun Upon 
their language. . . The grievances, 
then, of the Roumanians against the 
Magyar Government are to be divid- 
ed under the head of language, educa- 
tion, ami a forcible exclusion from re- 
presentation in parliament'' 

in order to show that the press of 
Hungary, Austria and Germany was 
lUlck lo notice the new danger urls- 
Ing for the Triple Alliance from this 
strong Irredentist movement in Ron- 
mania, and its connection with the 
Jugoslav movement, Dr. Colby pro- 
duced a number of quotations from 
important newspapers — quotations 
which were all taken from articles 
that appeared in the interval séparai - 
tig the Second Ilalkan War from the 
issassination of l-'rancls Kerdlnand. 
Houmanla was rapidly drifting away 
from the Central Towers, and this 
Spoiled, to a great extent, the hitters' 
plans. 

In conclusion the» lecturer touched 
ipon the entry of Roumanla into tne 
war and the lamentable results of this 
winter's campaign after the great ex- 
pectations which the Allies had placed 
upon this event. He said thai this 
was undoubtedly due to a lack of co- 
operation between the political and 
military leaders of Roumanla and their 
illies. Immediate national aspirations 
led to an invasion of Transylvania 
when Bulgaria should have been at- 
tacked and a way opened to Halnnica. 

To give an idea of the spirit in 
which Roumanla entered the war, Dr. 
Colby quoted a passage from a speech 
delivered In December, 191.'», (when 
Serbia was being crushed), by Take 
.Ionesco in the Chamber of Deputies. 
In this long speech the great states- 
man sincerely deplores the Inaction of 
his country at the time of the German 
invasion of Serbia; he presents inter- 
vention on the side of the Entente 
Allies an a duty and an opportunity, 
and urges his countrymen to prepare 
for the coming fight

The effect which the war has had 
on the production of books in the 
belligerent countries and on the neu- 
tral countries of Europe Is seen In 
the statistics for the year 1914 and 
1915 published by Le Droit d'Auteur. 

Considering the position In which 
France was placed by the invasion of 
her territory, it Is remarkable that 
the decrease in her production of 
books between the years 1913 and 1916 
only amounted to ISfil; the figures 
being 10,7f>8 In 1913. and R.S97 In 191T.. 
Poetical works dropped from 827 to 
362. 

Great Mrltaln showed little change. 
In 1913. 9,.',41 new books and 2,8tl 
new editions appeared; In 1915 the 
figures, respectively, were 8.490 and 
2.166. The decrease appears to have 
consisted entirely of novels and edi- 
lloi.- de luxe. 

Italy had reached a maximum in 
! her book trade of ll.r.23 volumes. In 

1915, It was 11.431, and the figures for 

1916, which, of course, are the ones 
to Judge by, are not yet available. The 
Russian output Is not given by the 
Droit d'Auteur, and Helgium is sim- 
ply (pioted as having dropped from 
24 to 4 new publications. Switzer- 
land with Denmark, alone nf all the 
countries, shows an increase in pub- 
lication. In the case of Switzerland 
tin- rise was from 1,470 volumes In 
1914 to 1.718 In 191S: an advantage 
due to the amount of literature deal- 
ing with the war which is issued 
through her print!' presses by the 
lielllgerents. Holland shows neither 
Increase nor decrease, and Luxem- 
bourg, whose publications were always 
limited In number seems to have be»n 
reduced to al<host none at all.

HOW TO STUDY. 

Del*auw University offers a course 
called "How to Study," open only to 
freshmen, and giving regular colleue 
credit.

This latest addition to the effective 
forces of Canada will form purt of 
the famous Hoyal Flying Corps. Tills 
Is an opportunity for men who want 
not only to serve, but for men with 
ambition, as after the war they will 
be able to take their places as leaders 
In the different branches of the com- 
ing great transportation service, 
through the air. The object of re- 
cruiting mechanics in Canuda is to 
provide the necessary personnel to tho 
upkeep of a number of reserve squad- 
rons that will be used to train pilots 
for service with the Royal Flying 
Corps in the field, and for this service 
special rales of pay have been arrang- 
ed as follows:

In explanation of tho ubovo rates, 
men for unskilled labour will be enlist- 
ed as 3rd Class Air Mechanics at $1.10 
per diem. Tho majority of men, thnt 
is, those who pass their trade tests, 
will be enlisted us 2nd Class Air Me- 
chanics at $1.35 per diem. The other 
rates of pay which follow by way of 
promotion are the natural consequen- 
ces of men proving their skill and 
ability. 

Besides the above, to married men a 
separation allowance will bo allowed, 
and as the percentage of non-com- 
missioned officers of the Hoyal Fly- 
ing Corps is far higher than other 
nulls, promotion can be secured a 
great deal quicker. In no other branch 
of the service Is there such a high 
standard of skilled men; but they do 
not need to be skilled men to begin 
with. The Instruction given Is inten- 
sive, and intelligent men soon learn 
the ropes. 

Men who up to the present, on ac- 
count of. homo ties or physical dis- 
abilities did not endeavour to enlist, 
and even those who have been re- 
jected on account of not coining up 
to the military standard, or having flat 
feet or other minor defects, have now 
an opportunity to do yeoman service 
for the Empire by enlisting in this 
Corps, but the greatest advuntuge to 
them will be that they will gain a 
valuable insight and experience in a 
new Industry which Is bound to bo 
greatly extended In the future, and 
will be one of the foremost industries 
In years to come, and probably will 
make continuous work for any man 
that is willing to learn and takes ad- 
vantage of it. The work is not at all 
hard, and any mccahnic who desires 
to enrol himself for this service should 
apply to the nearest chief recruiting 
officer In his district, but If too far 
away, an enquiry to the National Ser- 
vice Board at Ottawa will bring back 
full particulars. The air mechanics 
enlisting for service are intended for 
ground duties only, and are not re- 
quired to fly or take part In flights. 
Their sole duties consist of keeping 
the machines In repair and running 
order at the different squadron head- 
quarters and alrdomcs, although there 
is nothing to prevent them, if they so 
desire after being in the service, from 
applying for flight work if they can 
pass the necessary test. 

The airships will he built In Canada 
and the work of tho corps now being 
enlisted will consist, as nhove stated, 
in keeping the machines In proper 
trim. 

According to reports from men who 
have hud experience In this work, it 
Is the most interesting and effective 
part of the service, and the H. F. C. 
Is known as the eyes of the army. 
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There will be u practice 
of the basketbull team this 
evening at the Central Y.

Women at the University of Cali- 
fornia are not alone in their delight 
In dainty boots.. The men students' 
footwear has been frowned upon by 
the doctors in the Department of Hy- 
giene. 

As a remedy for their foot disorders. 
Dr. Robert T. Legge, University phy- 
sician, suggests the regulation army 
boot as a purt of the military uni- 
form. He said: 

"The number of military excuses 
which are granted by the University 
physician on account of foot disorders 
continues to increase. These ailments 
would be prevented by the adoption, 
of proper footwear. 

"Notwithstanding the advice and 
Information given constantly to the 
student body by the Hygiene Faculty 
as to hygienic' shoes, the majority of 
students wear, the fnshionuble models 
and suffer the resulting evils. To 
overcome this condition, the military 
marching shoe, made according to 
army regulations, should be prescrib- 
ed as part of the uniform." 

"These shoes could be worn for all 
college occasions, and they would, 
therefore, not create any added ex- 
pense to the students." 



In a most interesting lecture. Dr. 
Colby resumed, yesterday, the discus- 
sion of the Greater Roumania, which 
he had begun a week ugo. In his 
opening words he briefly summed up 
his preceding lecture, and then went 
on to discuss the Irredentist movement 
that bus recently manifested itself in 
Roumania and tho consequences 
thereof. 

If the feeling of national unity, the 
"cry of race," has become, to-day, a 
mighty factor in the life of all na- 
tions, this is particularly true of Rou- 
mania. As long as King Carol lived, 
and for about twenty years, this Latin 
state — like her Italian sister — had 
"pursued a policy which — to say the 
least — was not unfriendly to the Cen- 
tral Powers," a policy in which na- 
tional sentiment entered very little, If 
at - all. But the Balkan wars, by creat- 
ing entirely new conditions In south- 
eastern Europe, "unchained ambitions 
among tho Balkan states themselves 
which were little, if at all less pro- 
nounced than the antagonism of all 
toward the Ottoman." The Jugo- 
slav movement, especially, which 
alined at the creation of a southern 
Slav state of 12,000,000 Inhabitants, 
had a strong reaction in Roumania. 
Roumaniu's position as the most popu- 
lous and wealthiest of ull the Balkan 
states was greatly endangered, and 
the Roumanians Immediately begun to 
seek a corresponding aggrandisement 
of their own country, which would 
"enable them at least to keep puce 
with the advance of Serbia." This, of 
course, could not full to bring them 
Into strong antagonism with the 
House of Austria and tho Magyars, 
since by fur the greater proportion of 
Roumanians under foreign rule were 
subjects of tho Duul Monarchy (about 
4,000,000 in Trunsylvunla and Buko- 
wlna, as ugainst a little more than 1,- 
000,000 in Bessarabia). The Irreden- 
tist movement, therefore, led by the 
Llgu Culturale (a body corresponding 
to the Serbian Narodna Odbrunu), 
was directed muinly agulnst the Dual 
Monarchy, and the liberation of their 
captive brethren assumed greuter and 
greater importance In tho popular 
mind, until at last it quite oversha- 
dowed both tho question of electoral 
reform and that of land tenure. From 
what wo have, said above then, we can 
see that in Roumania as in the other 
Balkan states, "an altruistic feeling 
and a sense of national self -advantage 
wont together, reacting upon each 
other." 

What was now the altitude of Hun- 
gary toward this hostile movement'.' 
"The answer is that Count Stephen 
Tisza, who is by far the most deter- 
mined and probably the ablest public 
man in Hungary, gave great atten- 
tion during the year which preceded 
the war to the growtli of this intense 
anti-Magyar feeling among the Rou- 
manians." Dr. Colby was Inclined to 
think that Count Tisza was as eager 
for a declaration of wur in 1914 us 
the Pan-Germans themselves. This 
was part of his programme, and was 
meant, of course, to strengthen the 
position of Hungary and of her Ger- 
man associates. In order not to bring 
about "unnecessary complications," he 
sought to conclllute the 3,700,000 Rou- 
manians of Hungary by offering them 
in the autumn of 1913 certain con- 
cessions relating to the ""•'languae 
question, and to the number of depu- 
ties which the Roumanian constituen- 
cies might send to her parliament at 
Budapest." But his plan failed part- 
ly because on the ono hand. It did not 
satisfy the Roumanians, and partly be- 
cause, on the other, it was "extreme- 
ly distasteful to a majority of the 
Magyar nobles," whose cause was 
championed by Count Andrassy, a 
firm supporter of Magynrlzution "a 
ontrancc." That Tisza, however, did 
not adopt this policy because he was 
anxious to satisfy tho natural as- 
pirations of an oppressed race to- 
wards autonomy Is shown by the fact 
that he was supported by the Pan- 
Gcrmnn press (see Deutsche Tager 
Zoltung of February 27th, 1914). 

As regards the treatment received 
by the Roumanians of Transylvania 
at the hands of the Magyars, the lec- 
turer referred his audience to the 
writings of Mr. Seton-Wntson (Scotus 
Viator), and of Cheradame (who wrote 
in the "Correspondant." . 

Dr. Colby then touched upon tho 
question of elections In Hungary, and 
showed by what unlawful and brutal 
means do Magyars secure at the polls 
the majority which they need. To 11-

During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on it 
mmt be performed to the extent of at leas.1 twenty-five days Of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of aix months from the date of the staking, the pros- 
pector, to retain his rights, must lake out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on iBEUe. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during tho year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five dayB' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory in the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where important mineralized belts are known to exist.
